BABIES are far more subject 
to diarrh ea th an grownups. Usu­ 
ally such a condition is due to an 
infection, eith er of th e bowel it­ 
self or in some oth er part of th e 
body , such as th e ears or tonsils. 
Even a cold may produce diar­ 
rh ea in a baby . 
In th ese cases th e diarrh ea is 
: 
likely to be mild and not a great 
deal of treatment is necessary . 
With a severe infection, such as 
a middle ear disorder, th e diar­ 
rh ea may become th reatening 
and more intensive treatment is 
req uired. 
Common Cold 
In every case, th e first th ing! 
to do is to attempt to determine 
th e cause. In a simple diarrh ea, j 
such as comes with a common 
cold, th e baby sh ould be kept I 
clean as possible, and, if breast 
fed, th e breast feeding sh ould be 
continued. 
Sometimes, 
giving 
th e baby a few ounces of water 
just before th e breast feeding is 
of benefit. Now and th en it may 
j 
be well to omit one or two feel­ 
ings, and to offer water in its 
place. Anoth er treatment is to 
give th e baby a few ounces of 
boiled skimmed milk, before th e 
breast feeding. However, diar­ 
rh ea of th is ty pe is unusual in 
a breast-fed baby . 
In an artificially -fed baby , th e 
doctor often finds it a good plan 
to dilute th e formula, removing 
most of th e fat and lessening th e 
amount of sugar. Th e milk sh ould 
be boiled for from five to ten 
minutes. If th e baby is receiving 
fruits 
and vegetables, 
th ese 
sh ould be stopped for a few day s. 
Ripe bananas and scraped apples 
are sometimes useful in th e treat­ 
ment. Weak, unsweetened tea is 
freq uently very h elpful. 
Certain drugs are also of value 
but th ese, of course, must alway s 
be used under th e direction of 
a doctor. 
Paregoric 
sometimes 
aids in decreasing th e number 
of bowel movements. Pectin « « nd 
kaolin are oth er preparations 
sometimes found h elpful in th e 
treatment of mild diarrh ea, al­ 
th ough th ey h ave no specific ac­ 
tion against th e cause. 
Eliminate Infection 
In all cases every effort sh ould 
be made to eliminate infection 
in th e ears or tonsils if it is re-

Th e Atomic Energy commission

h eld in th e spring of 1948 at 
A EC’s

proving 
grounds on Entwetok Atoll in 
th e Marsh all islands. 
If y ou saw th em, y ou’ll per­ 
h aps agree th at th ey ’d make a 
frustrating study for any one wh o 
migh t be in th e business of try ing 
to swipe A-bomb secrets. 
Sh ow Ex plosion 
A series of sh ot includes pic­ 
tures illustrating th e ex plosion of 
at least one of th e th ree bombs 
set off at Eniwetok. Th ose were 
th e "improved” designs wh ich th e 
AEC subsequently said demon­ 
strated a "substantial gain in (ex ­ 
plosive) energy release" over th e 
models used in New Mex ico, Ja ­ 
pan and Bikini. 
But th e ex plosion sh ots tell y ou 
no more th an y ou 
may 
h ave 
noted in pictures of previous A- 
bomb bursts depicted in y our 
newspaper or in th e movies. 
Th ey 're swell sh ots of th e fa­ 


miliar "fireball* and mush room 
sh aped cloud. 
But, y ou’ll look in vain for any 
evidence of wh at A-bomb—new 
sty le or Model T—looks like, h ow 
it’s prepared for business, 
and 
h ow it’s set off. 
Th e one "new" fact th at th e 
pictures add to th e AEC’s already - 
stingy disclosures on th e Eniwe­ 
tok tests is th is: 
At least one of th e th ree bombs 
was detonated on th e tqp of, or 
dropped from, some kind of a 
tower. Th e first bomb ever ex ­ 
ploded—th e test bomb ex ploded 
in New Mex ico in 1945—employ ­ 
ed a tower arrangement. 
Not For Distruetion 
But y ou migh t h ave guessed as 
much from th e 
previous 
an­ 
nouncement of th e AEC th at th e 
Eniwetok tests were not designed 
to determine th e destructive ef­ 
fects of atomic weapons on sh ips 
or oth er structures. 
And, officials of th e Eniwetok 
party declared sh ortly after th e 
I tests, th at noth ing was dropped 
'from th e air (meaning, presum­ 
ably , noth ing was dropped from 
an airplane) and th at none of th e 
tests were under water. 
Presumably , a tower arrange­ 
ment for detonation was all th e 
AEC needed "to ascertain th e en­ 
ergy of ex plosion of weapons of 
new design." 
Th e pictures indicate th e 
big 
job involved in th e preparations 
for and conduct of "operation 
sandstone"—a business in wh ich 
a joint task force of some 9,8 00 
m ilitary personnel and

TUNNEL TO END 
BOTTLENECK ON 
UNION PACIFIC 


EVANSTON, Wy o—One of’th e 
most important new h oles in th e 
ground in th e west is a railroad 
tunnel being drilled th rough a 
mountain 17 miles east of Evans­ 
ton. 
It’s th e new Aspen tunnel of 
th e Union Pacific Railroad. 
Wh en completed 
some 
time 
th is fall, th e tunnel will elimin­ 
ate th e road’s worst bottleneck 
and permit double-track opera­ 
tion of UP’s entire Omah a Salt 
Lake City main line. 
Th ere’s already one Aspen tun­ 
nel, a single-tracked, 5,9 41-foot 
bore completed nearly h alf a cen­ 
tury ago, in 1901. 
Operations Slowed 
But th e old facility isn’t enough 
All trains 
on 
th e 
1,026-mile 
mainline, wh eth er 
streamliners 
or fast-manifest freigh ts, must 
be slowed and sent th rough As­ 
pen by control stations at th e 
end, working on a priority basis. 
Construction of th e new tunnel 
began in May . 1947, after many 
month s of planning, 
A crew of more th an 150 men 
h as been on th e job for th ese two 


y ears, removing 
18 7,000 
cubic 
y erds of sandstone and sh ale as 
th ey dig th e 6,700-foot tunnel, 
759 feet longer th an th e old one. 
To Cost $8,900,000 
More th an 53,000 cubic y ards 
of concrete, reinforced with 3,« 
000 tons of steel, are going into 
th e tunnel as lining, put in place 
¡by crews working atop an intri­ 
cate track-mounted 
form. 
Th e 
concrete is two feet th ick. 
Union Pacific is spending more 
th an $8 ,000,000 on th e tunnel, 
wh ich is at an elevation of 7,200 
feet and passes under a 7.660- 
foot spur of th e Uintah 
Moun­ 
tains. 
But th e railroad feels th at th e 
ex penditure will be more 
th an 
worth wh ile in speeding up its 
main line operations. 
Work on th e tunnel was partic­ 
ularly tough last winter, during 
th e west’s most severe storms in 
h istory . But crews, living in con­ 
struction h uts near th e entrances, 
kept on th e job th rough ice, snow 
and mud, especially mud.
